During a recent visit to Granville, 


Dr. Francis W. Shepardson, in 
re- 


sponse to an invitation to speak be- 


fore the pupils of the High 
school, 


gave an interesting talk on the propos- 


ed Granville Centennial. He present- 
ed the subject from a historical stand- 
point, and urged the pupils to "open 
their eyes" to the subject of historictu 
interest surrounding them on all sides. 
He showed that 
in the 
history of 


Granville is reflected every phase in 
the development of the history of the 
United States. The log cabin of the pi- 
oneer has been displaced by the mod- 
ern frame or brick /structure, showing 
ng that in the social advancement of 
Granville is seen the social movements 
which have taken place in the history 
of the United States. 
The old fash- 


ioned 
harvesting implements, 
the 


scythe, the crade and the corn knife, 
have given way to the modern binder 
and corn-cutting machines, proving 
that the industrial - progress of 
our 


community is a key to the industrial 
progress of the United States. 


Formerly Granville was the center 


of some lively manufacturing interests 
but the advent of steam and electric 
roads so changed the economic condi- 
tions that these industries were com- 
pelled to shut dpwn}jwhich is evidence 
that the same 
economic conditions 


that have centralzed trade in the Unit- 
ed States have been active in the his- 
tory of Granville. 
The student who 


wishes to understand the history of his 
country has only to look into the his- 
tory of his own community where he 
will find abundant material fr study 
if he will but open his eyes to see it. 


Dr. Shepardson then 
offered some 


practical suggestions as to the manner 
in which the public senools might pro- 
mote the 
centennial 
by arousing 


interest in local history and in collect-j 
ing and classifying data pertaining to 
the early history of the village.

this way interest would radiate from 
the school to the home and the duty 
of t'ae citizens toward the one hun-

Sen-la's Peasant Kings. 


King Alexander of Servia is without 


an heir. A sensational story from Bel- 
grade via Vienna says that he has de- 
termined to adopt and educate a 
healthy peasant boy as his successor 
on tbe throne. 


Servian history of the nineteenth 


century lends curious interest to this 
story, however the facts may develop 
later. It was a former swineherd, one 
Milosh Obrenoviteh, to whom the mon- 
archic title of the nation fell in 1S30 by 
vote of the assembly, the Turks hav- 
ing killed or driven out of the country 
all the aristocracy. Previously for 
about thirteen years Milosh had led the 
S"rvians in their struggle for inde- 
pendence. The seal of the porte was 
laid upon his triumph and the succes- 
sion was reserved to his family. From 
him has descended the Obrenoviteh dy- 
nasty of Milans, Michaels and Alexan- 
ders. 


Milosh was a man of simple, coarse 


habits. He became a despot, was forced 
to abdicate in 1839 and returned to 
power at seventy for a year only in 
1850. It would be a remarkable repe- 
tition of history if the twentieth cen- 
tury were to -see Servia again under 
the rule of an original peasant.—New 
York World.

fornia. When they are cut, a day or so 
suffices to dry the plumes, and at such 
times the ground appears 
from the 


hills to be covered with snow. After 
the drying the plumes are taken to the 
curling house- and then finally sorted 
into various grades by expert hands. 
The finest and most beautiful plumes 
are about thirty-six inches long and 
they are packed for shipment either in 
packages of 2,000 or in large cases, the 
prices ranging from $200 to §30 a 
.thousand, according to the demand. 
There are numerous pampas orchards 
in California ranging in their produc- 
tive quality from 5,000 hills, which 
produce 250,000 plumes, down to small 
ranches, where but few are raised. In 
all, California produces about 2.500,000 
plumes a year, which are sent all over 
this country and Europe: — Chicago 
News.

The Liller Trouble Has a Local In- 


terest—Newark Men Prominent 


At the Convention. 


Commander Chas. S. Adams, and 


Adjutant M. D. Farmer, of Licking 
Gamp 1)2, Spanish-American War Vel- 
eians of this city, returned Thursday 
night from Indianapolis, where they 
attended the National Encampment 
of the order, "which was in 
session 


Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday as 
delegates from the Ohio department. 


Mr. Farmer wae made a member of 


the National Board of 
Administra- 


tion, which is a position of promi- 
nence and honor in the order. The 
board consists of one member 
from 


each 
state represented, and on it 


will serve with Mr. Farmer, William 
J. Bryan of Nebraska, 
Lieut. R. P. 


Hobson of Alabama, Gen. FTtzhuch 
Lee of Virginia, and others prominent 
in the Councils of the order. 


Mr. Adams also took an active Dart 


in the proceedings of the convention. 


The most spectacular 
and sensa- 


tional episode of the Encampment 
were the charges against W. C. Liller 
of Lancaster, Pa., formerly Adjutant 
General of the National organization. 
It will be remembered that 
Liller 


created a sensation by calling Col. 
Russel B. Harrison, son of ex-Presi- 
dent Benjamin Harrison, a liar, at 
one of the sessions,-when the Colonel 
suggested that Liller had altered the 
minutes of the Buffalo Encampment 
held last year. This affair has a lo- 
cal interest as it was originally Mr. 
Chas. S. Adams who preferred charg- 
es against Liller. A short history of 
this case will be interesting. Liller 
had set out to hamper General Dick, 
whose energies were bent toward a 
consolidation of the Spanish-American 
War Veterans, and the Spanish War 
Veterans, the former order' number- 
ing about 20,000 and the latter 10,000. 
Liller was opposed to this plan, as it 
is said, that it would mean his virtual 
retirement, from the councils of the 
order. To this end he opposed the 
meeting of the Ohio Department in 
Columbus, August 26, which had been 
.called by General Dick,.and issued a 
call to meet in Newark, sending let- 
ters to members of the local camp, 
containing the most insulting lan- 
guage concerning Dick, who was de- 
partment commander of Ohio. 


C. S. Adams, commander of Licking 


Camp at the department meeting in 
Columbus, preferred charges of con- 
duet unbecoming a gentleman 
antt 


officer, and he was to be tried on 
these charges at Indianapolis. 


It was afterward discovered that his 


accounts were not straight and this 
matter is now being investigated, the 
result of which, according to the opin- 
ion of almost every member of the 
order, will be a court martial. 


On Mr. Adams' charges Liller vir- 


tually -pleaded guilty, and voluntarily 
apologized to the National camp at 
Indianapolis. 


The consolidation of the two orders 


will be accomplished by the first of 
the year. Both organizations, in Na- 
tional convention, favored the idea, 
and a committee of seven from each 
order will meet in New York the first 
Monday after the November election, 
to draft plans for the consolidation. 
It is generally believed that Gen. C. 
W. F. Dick of Ohio, -will be selected 
as commander-in-chief of the new or- 
ganization. 


The next annual convention will be 


held in Milwaukee in 1903. and after 
some furttier "routine business, on mo- 
tion of M. D. Farmer of Newark, the 
convention adjourned sine die.

by Mr. Farmer as Chaplain in chief 
of the order and received' the electioi 
over a very popular Chaplain " from 
Iowa.

rating bis home with them. 
When- 


ever the opportunity has presented it- 
self the doctor has purchased anything 


seems to have any value what- 


ever, and In his collection are many 
pictures which be has gathered at a 
nominal cost without knowing the 
identity of the artist and which have 
subsequently proved to be very valu- 
able. His luckiest find, probably, was 
that of the original Stuart. 


More than twelve years ago old Bar- 


num's hotel stood on the present site of 
the Equitable building and was one of 
tbe most famous hostelries of the south. 
The value of the surrounding property 
increased so rapidly that the hotel was 
purchased and dismantled in order to 
make room for. the erection of a mod- 
ern office building. During the process 
of dismantling Dr. Crim was "among 
the hundreds of daily visitprs in quest 
of curios and antique furniture, in the 
garret he found a large gilt frame, dis- 
colored by age and disfigured by rough 
usage. In the frame there hung in 
tatters what appeared to be the rem- 
nants of an oil painting. Thinking that 
the gilt frame would-be of some value, 
he purchased tbe frame and its tat- 
tered canvas for $2. It was his idea to 
have the frame polished and restored 
to its high luster so as to add splendor 
to some of his paintings, which were 
at that time resting in simpler frames. 


The bedraggled frame and its shreds 


of canvas were sent to Mr. Volkmer, 
an artist friend, on Frederick street 
with a request that he examine the 
picture and see whether it possessed 
any value. A few days later Mr. Volk- 
mer, who was an aged and portly Ger- 
man, rushed into Dr. Crim's bouse al- 
most breathless.
